Albany, June 16.—^Tho Court of Ap­ 
peals has unanimously revisedthe judg 
ment of the Supreme Court m the case 
of yTm. M. T.weed and has ordered his 
discharge. 
The judges hold that the writ oilialte 
aa corjiiM'has^lways-been construed in 
■favor of and not against the libWty. of 
the subject and citizen, and- the reading 
must be the same whether the benefit of 
it is invoked by the piirest and best of 
citizens of the state or the greatest sin­ 
ner and one the most worthy ofbondign 
punishment. 
The law is no respecter 
of persons, 
and 
suffers 
nfi man, 
guilty or innocent, to be deprived ofhis 
liberty except by due process of law,and 
the writ o l'habeas cdi'pus is as available 
even to the guilty, or he whom the pop­ 
ular voice would condemn,as ithas prov­ 
ed against commitments by á king in 
council. The judges state no warrant 
can bo found for culmihative punish­ 
ment upon a conviction oT several of­ 
fenses charged in a single indictment, 
the aggregate punishment exceeding 
that prescribed by la-w foT the grade of 
offenses charged. 
The rule as claimed 
by implication calls for‘a single judg- 
mfent for all the offenses charged in the 
ibdictment,and of Whiéh'accused is con­ 
victed. 
It requires that the Offenses 
joined shall bo of the sanae grade, and 
subject to the same punishment-—that, 
is, rioi punishment Of thb sam'okiud,btit 
the Samé'in "degree.

The Excitement at the East Unabated 
--A Big Philadel^phia Blow-ont-Bich 
Young Men En Boute. 
Special to the later-Ocean. 


P h i l a d e l p h i a , May 23.—A mass meet­ 
ing of persons interested in the Black 
Hills expedition was held this evening. 
A sixteen page pamphlet was circulated 
among the audience, giving description 
of the country and its richness, General 
Custer’s report, and other official docu­ 
ments, the cost of transportation and 
Hving, the character of 'the men wanted 
—brave, hardy, industrious, and enter­ 
prising peojfie—and concluding with ah 
account of the movement elsewhere! 
The Great Eastern E.xpedition includes 
members from Pennsylvania,New York, 
New England, and the Canadas. Al­ 
ready 10,000 men have enrolled their 
names and are preparing to go. They 
will meet in Philadelphia about June'10 
and start direct for Cheyenne, thence 
to the Black Hills. 
The character of 
the men is generally good. 
There are 
scattered among them old California 
miners, young men of enteiprise, and 
not a few who are well tp do in the 
world. There are several with a fortune 
of §30“,000. Messre White, of Philidel- 
phia; Pierson, of New York, and Allen, 
of Boston, who are leaders, are all post­ 
ed in the country of the Black Hills, 
Mr. White on Thursday had a talk with 
the Indians in Washington when (hey 
seemed in the best of humor about the 
matter, and, in his own words, they are 
“all right.” It was stated to-night that 
small expeditions are starting up all 
over the east, which are ready to join 
the “Great Easternu” -• • A set Of resolu* 
tions has been adopted to the effect 
that the expedition shall be for mutual 
protection, to benefit especially- the 
working class,and establishing rules for 
government. Mr. J. S. White present­ 
ed the object of the expedition in a brief 
speech during which he said there was 
a number of unprincipled men, leaders, 
over the country who were defrauding 
the people by getting them to pay a 
certain amount of bonus money. Col. 
Charles Emmett, the scout, who had 
just returned from a conference with 
the Sioux at Washington, was one of 
the speakers. He felt certain there was 
gold in abundance in the Black Hills 
and the dtffi(:ulties of living were great­ 
ly exaggerated. . A strong, fist, firm 
hand, and'stout heart will overcome 
everything. He was certain that every 
man who goes out there with &<deter­ 
mination to yrork can make from' $15 
to $20 a day. After reinafks by several 
others the roll was presented, and num­ 
bers signed. The excitement is in­ 
creasing daily, and the men of this 
expedition are determined to go into 
the Hills. Mass meetings are being 
held in a number of the smaller towns 
thrbughiiut‘the east. ■ '

H O T E L 
A N D C O U N T Y B U I L D I N G S , 
The Headquarters Hotel at Fargo is 
constantly crowded, and has been dur­ 
ing the entire season. Every available 
bed in the house is occupied, and mat­ 
tresses are spread in the upper hails and 
in the sitting room. The hotel is well 
managed, and its proprietors and the 
town receive praise on every hand be­ 
cause of it. So soon as title can be ob­ 
tained to land at Bismarck, one of the 
fírst things needed is more extended 
hotel accommodations. 
People now 
avoid Bismarck who would spend weeks 
with us if the hotel accommodations 
were more extended. Our hotels are 
well kept, but they are cramped, and 
the proprietors will not be justified in 
enlarging their facilities until they 
know who owns the land on which their 
buildings stand. A hotel should be 
erected equaling, at least, in size and 
appearance the. Headquarters Hotel at 
Fargo. A Court House should also be 
erected, and this fall, too, giving us 
proper offices for the County, proper 
rooms for the Court and jury,and a sub­ 
stantial jail. A building can be erected 
costing about $15,000 that will be of im­ 
mense service to the people, and add 
much to the appearance of the town,and 
be a strong card to play for the Capi­ 
tal prize. The Cass County people rent 
their Court House to the United States 
for one thousand dollars per annum; we 
shall be able to do as well, and perhaps 
better in case the Territory is divided, 
as it certainly will be at an early day. 
It is too early to act, but it is not too 
early to talk these matters up, and we 
confidently expect a settlement of this 
townsite difiBculty in time to carry these 
enterprises forward to completion.

Daring the last seasoaMr. Bond, an 
Indian surveyor, wh^e at work in the 
Madras Presidency, to the soothwest of 
the Palanie Hill8,^maaaged to catch a 
couple of the wild folks who live in the 
hill jangles of the Western Gbat8.The8e 
people sometimes bring honev, wax and 
sandalwood to exchange with the vil-' 
lagers for clothes, rice, tobacco, and 
betel nut, but they are very shy. 
The 
man was 4 feet 6 inches high; he had a 
round bead, course, black, woolley hair, 
and a dark brown skin. 
The forehead 
was low and slightly retreating, the 
lower part of the face projected like the 
muple of a mqnkey, and the mouth, 
which was small and oval, with thick 
lips protruding about an inch beyond 
the nose; he had short, bandy legs, a 
comparatively long body,and arms that 
extended almost to his knees, the back 
just above the buttock was concave, 
making the stern appear to be much 
protruded. Tbe hands and fingers were 
dumpy and always contracted, so that 
they could not be made to stretch out 
quite straight and fiat; the palms and 
fingers were covered with thick skin 
(more especially the tips of the fingers), 
the nails were small and imperfect, and 
the feet broad and thick-skinned all 
over. The woman was the same height 
as the man, the color of the skin was 
of a yellowish tint, the hair black, long 
and straight, and the features well 
formed. This quaint folk occasionally 
eat flesh,but feed chiefly upon roots and 
honey. They have no fixed dwelling 
places,but sleep on any convenient spot, 
generally between two rocks, or in 
caves near by which they happen to be 
benighted. Worship is paid to certain 
local divinities of the forest. Although 
the race has been reduced to a few fam­ 
ilies, their existence was not unknown, 
but this is tbe first time that they have 
been described with any minuteness.

Tnalutaoee from Carroll to Helen» 
ia aboat tWo hundred miles, and the 
whole conntij between these points 
possesses rare pictnresqoe .beaaty. It 
18 a “baid road to travel,” however, at 
this season of the year, especially the 
t o t forty miles 
thrdogn tbe Bsd 
Lands; ^ toe balance of ttie way lays 
along side, through, and over moon- 
tains,—the Moccasin and Little Bell on 
the right, and the Big Snowy and Ju­ 
dith-on the left, and spurs of other ran­ 
ges. The peaks of some of the moun* 
tains are covered with perennial snow, 
which makes a fine contrast with the 
black forests of pine upon their sides 
and green valleys below. 
Game IS so abundant that we were 
scarcely out of sight of it from Carroll 
to tbe Duck C re^ Range—thirty-four 
miles from Helena. 
For days together we could see large 
herds of buffalo from a half to five miles 
away from the road feeding as- quietly 
and undisturbed as tbe stock iu oui 
pastures, and there’s “no telling” bow 
many antelope we “did see”—in fact 
they were behind every rise of ground 
—besides black and white-tail deer, elk, 
mountain sheep, &c., to say nothing of 
small game such as ducks, prairie 
chickens, sage hens, curlews, jack rab­ 
bits, porcupines and prairie dogs. 
As a matter of course, we “lived 
high.” To be sure we did not have 
butter and milk, but when one follows- 
a train a few days he can relish his hot 
bread and «yrup, genuine coffee and 
rare bits from the game killed, as no 
one can imagine who has not had the 
experience. I must give you an idea of 
our outfit. 
THE TRAIN 
is composed of five eight mule teams, 
five drivers, a wagon-master and night 
herder. There are two wagons to each 
team, one called . the “lead,” and the 
other the “trail,” coupled to the first 
by a short tongue and a contrivance for 
separating the two in a mud hole and 
upon steep hills. 
The drivers are a 
study, being, generally speaking, intel­ 
ligent men,but how they do swear! and 
I am not sure but what it is necessary 
to the management of a mule team in a 
tight place, the mules hive to le stirred 
up before they will do their“level best,” 
and nothing will do that but buckskin 
and profanity—each team draws 8,000 
ponnds—4,500 on the lead and 8,600 on 
the trail. The wagons used are 4 inch 
Studebaker’s and Schuller’s, and arc 
provided with heayy brakes, sufficiently 
powerful to stay the wheels on the 
steepest places. “Rongh-locking,”how- 
ever, is resorted to in the most danger* 
ous places. 
VjTe were four days getting through 
the Bad Lands,which happened to 1^ in 
a tolerable passable condition. The soil 
of the Bad Lands is a kind of clay 
which is affected by tbe least shower of 
rain, and has the appearance of and is 
as sticky as dough when wet. The face 
of the country is rough and broken, 
being a succession of deep ravines and 
“cut b a n k s . T h e water is strongly 
impregnated with alkali.. 
There are a 
few places, however, whore tbe stock 
can drink, but none of it can be used 
for cooking. 
We were obliged to take 
water with us from the Missouri. After 
getting through the Bad Lands the road 
is hard and gravelly, except creeks and 
bottoms and a few alkali flats. 
There is but one bit of plowed ground 
on the road, and that we saw at tbe 
crossing of the Musslesheil River,—a 
little five acre patch which has to be ir­ 
rigated, Farming in this country is an 
experiment at present,bat stock raising 
has already become quite an important 
feature in tbe business of the cooutry, 
and large herds of cattle were seen in 
almost every valley within the last 
hundred miles, banchgrass affording 
the very best feed bpth winter and sum- 
paer. 
As there is no rain during the 
summer the grass cores perfectly and is 
much more nutricious than tbe hay we 
have in the States. 
The first river we came to was at 
Coppevopolis, eighty miles from Helena 
.—a copper mine owned by Stickney k 
Kingsbury, of Helena. 
This mine was 
opened in 1874, and last fall thirty tons 
ofqtiartz were shipped to Baltimore. 
At present there are but two miners at 
work, who have at this season taken 
out ten tons. 
The quartz yields about 
460 pounds of copper to tbe ton. 
At noon on the 28th we camped at 
Hot .Sulpher Springs, 65 miles from 
Helena. 
These springs were discoyet- 
ed in 1866 but were not opened until 
three years ago. They are owned by 
Brewer and Walter, who have comforts 
able accommodations for patients. The 
water is as hot as can be borne' t.id, is 
said to work wonders in the worst cases 
of ^ rheumatics. 
There are several 
patieuts stoppj^Dg there, but the springs 
are used, principally by travelers for 
bathing. 
There is no physician stopr^ 
ping here, as there are other equally^ 
as good springs nearer Helena. At this, 
point we were met by Mr. E. G. Maclay, 
(of the Diamond R) who conducted us 
over Duck Creek Range and across 
MissouUa River into Helena. Reached

Although the timo for an interview 
was not very extended before the train 
bell began to ring, the Herald man on 
hearing that such an important person 
was aboard made haste to acquaint 
himself and learn what particulars he 
could. 
“Ah,” said the reporter, on taking a 
scat by a young man with short beard, 
black hair, and apparantly about thirty- 
two years of age, “ I understand from a 
friend that you sre one of the party re­ 
cently captured and brought back irom 
the gold regions of the Black Hills.” ^ 
“ Yes, I had the misfortune to be with 
that party, but free transportation was 
given me back to Omaha, and I am real­ 
ly not much the loser.” 
“ I would like to obtain a few facts 
about that country and its reputed 
wealth for publication if you have no 
objection.” 
“No objection as far as 1 am concern 
ed, although I do not know much mor3 
than has already been published in the 
papers. My name is Henry T. Loner- 
gan, and I five thirty miles east of Peo­ 
ria, III. In October last I, with several 
others, determined to ascertain some 
thing about the fabulous wealth of the 
Black Hills, and on the 20th of that 
month we met in Chicago and talked 
the m atter over. Some two or three oi 
them were opposed to starting that 
month on account of the near approach 
of cold weather but we finally agreed to 
go as far as Sioux City, and there the 
question of going should bé at once de­ 
cided upon. 
About the first of November we again 
met at the latter place and after discus­ 
sing the matter .and making what inves­ 
tigation we could without creating 
suspicion it was finally determined that 
we should purchase a wagon and six 
mules and start for the regions about 
the 20th of that month. We made haste 
to get everything in readiness and by 
the time for starting came around we 
had all our preparations completed and 
everything in readiness for the journey. 
It was then pretty cold and turning 
colder. 
On the morning of the 21st, before 
dayliglit, we sallied out in tolerable 
good spirits and with a fixed determ in < 
ation to know about the gold in the 
Black Hills, or at least fail only after a 
desperate effort. 
In a few hours we 
met the cold chilling wind.v that came 
sweeping In from off the plains, and 1 
must confess th at the gold fever was for 
the moment taken but of me. Blow I I 
tell you it blew until things looked blue.^ 
We were well prepared, however, and 
kept on. 
Our first night out was a 
dismal and stormy one, but we soon be­ 
came accustomed to that. 
We had a 
long and tedious journey, and it was a 
journey that I shall never forget. 
The incidents of our trip, however, is 
not what you want. 
Black Hills and 
gold is what the people I suppose want 
to hear about. We arrived in the vicin­ 
ity of the gold regions in the middle of 
winter, and it was impossible to pros­ 
pect or do anything else, except to try 
to keep from freezing. 
This we suc­ 
ceeded in doing at the ranch, where we 
were finaMy chpiur^,\^ In March.of this 
year we went into the Hills, and at cer­ 
tain places where w^^ were compelled to 
cut through the ice in small streams,we 
found unmistakable evidences of the 
yellow metal.We persevered and increas­ 
ed our efforts,and in the course' of a few 
weeks our men were beginning to find 
the metal more freely. 
Frequently in 
“leveling up” at night some of the men 
would have as much^ as^ 
sj^ventyf 
five and a hundred dollars and"'often­ 
times it would run considerably over 
that amount. 
la m not exaggerating 
any when I say that gold can he found 
there upon the aurface in great quanti­ 
ties. 
We went there too early in the 
season, or we were compelled to leave 
too early, and I am quite free to say 
that if I could have remained there un­ 
til cold weather, I could have got ahead 
to the extent of $10,000 or $15,000. It 
was a sorry day for us when the troops 
came upon us, but then I am going 
back again so soon as I can do áo with 
safety.
